New Course 
of Study is 
Introduced 

To Bring Uniformity of 
Procedure in Schools 
Throughout the County 

The new Los Angeles County 
course of study was presented V? 
the grammar school faculty by 
at a mpeting on Friday afternoon. 

Tile new course has been long 
awaited and fulfills a need for 
more definite and specific guides 
for instruction in the variods 
grades and subjects. It deals 
with content rather than method 
and educational philosophy, plac¬ 
ing more emphasis on the subject 
matter, the skills and the atti¬ 
tudes to be acquired, and in what 
grades they should be taught. 

No drastic changes have been 
made in the content of the cur¬ 
riculum, but there should be more 
uniformity throughout the county 
than has been the case in the ' 
past as each school will have a j 
definite outline of when to teach 
certain subject matter. This is 
expected to be a definite advan¬ 
tage to pupils transferring from 
one school to another. 

The outline form has been used 
throughout, to facilitate its use 
for ready reference. Careful con¬ 
sideration has been given to the 
results obtained from sound edu¬ 
cation research, the contributions 
of modern psychology, the proven 
i fruits of past experience, the ulti¬ 
mate welfare of individual boys 
and girls, and the practical needs 
i of a democratic society. The 
I course of study complies with the | 
provisions of the California Edu- 
j cation Code in respect to pre- 
j scribed and required courses.

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City to Join 
in Survey 
for Sewers 

Citizens Appear Before 
Council to Urge Joining in 
System for Valley Cities 

Sierra Madre's city council 
wants a little time to mull the 
question over with the neighbor¬ 
ing cities of Arcadia and Monro¬ 
via, but indicated Tuesday eve¬ 
ning that it will eventually vote 
to join with other cities of the 
San Gabriel Valley in authorizing 
a survey o determine the cost 
of establishing anJ operatig^k 
tmalf-hne sewer syrfetfi forthe 
area. 

A rough estimate of the cost 
of such a survey to this city, Ar¬ 
cadia and Monrovia is $2500. In 
moving to join in the survey 
Councilman McGill said Sierra 
Madre’s end of the cost would 
probably be less than that of the 
other towns. 

The i/os Angeles county sanita¬ 
tion department estimates that 
Sierra Madre's cost of construct¬ 
ing the sewer system and operat¬ 
ing it would call for an assess¬ 
ment of from $6 to $8 per $100 
M assessed valuation until the 
bonds necessary for the establish¬ 
ment of such a system could be 
paid off. 

Members of the council who ex¬ 
pressed thSlRSfeiV8P believe that 

the system will eventually be built 
and that once it is in operation, 
the health department will malke 
it necessary for communities 
other than those originally con¬ 
stituting the sanitation district, o 
join. The cost of joining the dis¬ 
trict would then be greatly in¬ 
creased, it is believed.

N OW Suppose we leave Florence, after visiting 
the cathedral, and Giotto’s campanile or bell 
tower, and the picture galleries and other 
wonders, and walk on some country roads almost 
anywhere in central Italy. There will often be 
round-headed stone-pines by the road and cypresses 
when you come to a houoe or a high wall, we 
will soon find a little restaurant, called a Trai- 
toria” or "Ristorante.” Stationed nearby may be 
a gaily painted two-wheeled wine cart drawn by 
a donkey or a small horse wearing a hat if it is 
summer. There will be an umbrella over the 
driver’s seat, and a dog on top of the cart fo 
protection. And there will often be a narro 
wagon drawn by two great gentle milk-white oxen 
with long shining horns, of the kind known in 
Italy since the days of Horace and Cicero; and a 
loaded donkey or two, and contadini (country men) 
taking a rest or having a chat or an animated 
discussion at an open-air table, over the harmless 
wine of the locality. It is said that there is never 
any intoxication among these people. We pass by 
their farms and orchards and wheat fields. There 
may be grape-vines climbing on pear trees as in 
old Roman times; fig trees, chestnuts, and most 
of all gray-green olive trees. A great numbei 
of these olive trees have developed split trunks, 
and seem to be two-legged or three-legged, as if 
the legs were merely the bark, the center of the 
trunk gone. Those near Assisi ivere said to be 
900 years old and still bore good crops of olives. 

W ERE and there we pass through towns and 
villae-es.

Shoul 
a neighboring town in the middle ages attack it 
for the sake of food or some quarrel, a great bell 
would sound and the workers run in Irons the 
fields and defend themselves from the walls, we 
find there a fine cathedral containing priceless 
vorks of art. Further in Umbria we come to 
Spoleto, which was a great place among the an¬ 
cient Romans. It was a surprise to find a rough y 
clad peasant boy near the cathedral, who could 
tell vou all about the Carthaginian general, Hanni¬ 
bal " who conquered the Roman army at Lake 
Trasimeno, but could never conquer Spoleto, no, 
never! A boy who could explain to you in an 
educated manner the characteristics of his cathe¬ 
dral, yes his Cathedral, and point out the beauties 
of the masterpieces of Fra Filippo Lippi there. 
Another lad had shown us the beauties of the 
Finturicchtos and Fra Angelico at Spello with 
equal intelligence. When these lads come . over 
to our country we find them called "dagoes and 
given slums to live in and little mission shacks 
to worship in. while at home they were accustomed 
to splendid historical traditions and owned and 
appreciated the lovely cathedrals, with their ma* - 
vels of art and architecture, which we visit with 
our guide-books. Over and over again we noticed 
the actual delight wiith which these people wel¬ 
comed the meeting with visitors who understood 
and appreciated the marvels that they loved. 

O N the farms, in central xtaly especially, we 
find some of the most interesting and char, 
acteristic people of the land people who 
might be called aristocratic peasants. They have 
lived on their farms for generations, independent, 
self-supporting, not seeking business or profit, but 
having for their own use their com, fruit, vege¬ 
tables, milk, cheese, poultry, eggs, wine and oil, 
which a doctor tells me provide a very well-bal¬ 
anced diet. They sell some of their annual pro¬ 
duction to provide for necessaries and their share 
of the cost of government. They have great pride 
of family, inheriting traditions and accumulating 
experience. They are genuine freemen. Their 
farming of family farms, which, with their diversi- 
fied products ,are self-sufficing, is an old and hon¬ 
orable “way of life." 

And these free and independent people cooperat¬ 
ed with other small proprietors in the villages, in 
culture through the "After Work” institutions, in 
festivals and numerous activities which helped to 
keep up the joy of life.

palaces adjoin plain dwellings in which dif¬ 
ferent families own the separate stories or flats.
